Yardley Takes Action 
I 
Call Transfer Of Ducks ) 
Key To Their Survival \

Efforts to transfer Yard- 
ley’s Lake Afton ducks from 
the mill pond on the East 
side of Main St., to the larg­ 
er lake across’ the road have 
met with failure this week. 
Police Chief Lee Carroll 
said the ducks seem to be 
unconcerned that the trans­ 
fers are made for t h e i r 
benefit. Rather, 
he 
said, 
they appear to be content to 
take their chances in t h e 
pond where so 
many 
of 
them have died recently. 
The deaths of more than 
a score of ducks has been 
attributed to 
Botulism, 
a 
disease caused by 
rotting 
vegetation that the 
ducks 
eat. 
A spokesman for the Del­ 
aware 
Valley 
College 
of 
Science 
and 
Agriculture, 
identified the killer disease 
following an autopsy 
per­ 
formed on several of t h e 
ducks, 
at 
the request 
of 
Chief Carroll. 
Exposed Weeds 
The spokesman said bot­ 
ulism is caused when veg­ 
etation, 
which 
had 
been 
underwater, is exposed by 
lowering water levels. The 
exposed plants die and cre­ 
ate the 
“deadly 
poison. ” 
The ducks, 
because 
t h e 
plants are more accessible, 
eat the plants, contact the 


disease and die. They are 
found floating lifeless on the 
pond’s smooth surface. 
The college suggested to 
Yardley officials that 
the 
ducks be removed to anoth­ 
er body of water where the 
levels are higher and the 
water moves more swiftly. 
Chief Carroll and his men 
have tried that 
ail 
week 
long, without much success, 
because the ducks keep go­ 
ing back to their favorite 
“ watering place’’ by t h e 
pond. 
Carroll said they know 
they are going to be well 
fed there and they are also 
familiar with the pond and 
the bank near 
the 
canal 
where they can rest in the 
sun all day if they want. 
Move Ducks 
At the college’s 
sugges­ 
tion, however, plans are be­ 
ing made to remove t h e 
ducks from the lake tem­ 
porarily and transfer them 
to another body of water 
some distance away. 
While the ducks are va­ 
cationing, work crews will 
be sent into the 
lake 
to 
thoroughly clean up all the 
decaying vegetation, in the 
hopes the disease will be 
removed. 
Even 
a 
small 
amount can prove fatal to 
the ducks, the college noted. 
After the lake is cleaned 
the ducks will be brought 
back to the pond and the 


lake, where it 
is 
hoped 
they will be able to survive 
AU Concerned 
Carroll said all borough 
officials arc concerned about 
the duck’s plight and are de­ 
termined to do everything 
possible to save them from 
extinction. 
“ If 
removing 
them, will save them, we 
will” he said. “ We would 
rather lose them for a short 
time if it means we can 
keep the flock on the pond 
alive.” 
Mrs. Millie Rice, an em­ 
ploye of the Cold Springs* 
Bleachery at Yardley, has 
been nurturing a small flock 
of wild and domestic ducks 
at the upper end of Lake 
Afton. None of the ducks in 
that section have been af­ 
fected by the plague, which 
earlier this month struck at 
the duck flock. 
Carroll said although nine 
of the ducks, both wild and 
domestic, were found dead 
over the weekend, there have 
been no other deaths report­ 
ed since then. It is hoped, 
too, that the rains this week 
will help raise the level of 
the water and maybe aid in 
the survival of the flock. 
The flock has become one 
of Yardley’s* more popular 
tourist attractions for mo­ 
torists passing through the 
borough, as well as for Yard, 
ley youngsters, 
who take 
great delight in feeding the 
tamed ducks.
